Between 100 and 150 East Je- 
rusalem Arabs have opted for Is- 
raeli citizenship, Mayor Teddy Kol- 
Jek revealed yesterday. 

The vast majority of Hast Je- 
rusalemites have retained their Jor- 
danian citizenship and not taken up 
Israel's offer of citizenship. As 
non-Israeli residents of Jerusalem, 
the Mayor explained, they are able 
to -vote and stand in municipal elec- 
tions but they cannot vote for the 
Enesget. . 

Kollek was addressing a group 
of 11 Canadian parliamentarians 
for whom he gave a lunch at the 
Mishkenot Sha'ananim restaurant. 

The group, representing all four 
parties In the Canadian legislature, 
is here for a week's visit as guests 
of the Knesset.

Archbishop Vasilios, deputy head

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TWO PREGNANT WOMEN INCLUDED 
Spanish military court 
sentences 5 to death 


MADRID. — A military court yes- 
terday convicted five urban guer- 
rillas — among them two young 
women said to be pregnant — of 
the shotgun slaying of a policeman 
and sentenced them to death. 

A sixth defendant was sentenced 
to 20 years in prison. 

The defence was told it had two 
hours to appeal the verdicts and 
sentences to Gen. Angel Campano, 
military commander of Madrid. 

It was the first time in more 
than 20 years that a Spanish cqurt 
sentenced 2 woman to death for a 
politically motivated crime. 

If Campano approves them, the 
death sentences can be commuted 
only by Generalissimo Franco — 
they cannot be appealed. 

The six defendants were confes- 
sed members of a Maoist terrorist 
group, the Revolutionary Antifas- 
cist and Patriotic Front. 

The court found that police Lt. 
Antonio Pose was shot and killed 
with a sawed-off shotgun by Ra- 
mon Garcia Sanz, 27, a welder. The 
weapon belonged to Manuel Cana- 
veras, 20, a student, and the group 
was commanded by Jose-Lius San- 
chez Bravo, 21, also a student. 

The two women, Marla Jesus 
Dasce Penellas, 20, a student, and 
Concepcion Tristan Lopez, 21, a 
nurse, aided the three and trans- 
mitted orders from the chief of 
their organization to kill Pose, the 
court found. 

Pose, a traffic police officer, was 
killed as he got out of his car 
near ‘his suburban home last 
month. 

Jose Fonfria, 29, a biology teach- 
er, ‘was the only member of the 
group for whom the prosecution did 
not demand the death penalty. He 
confessed to having acted ax a 
look-out for the others. 

All except Fonfria retracted the 
confessions which they made to 
investigators, and said the police 
had tortured them. 

The three-hour court-martial 
ended late Wednesday in an up- 
roar and the arrest of two woman 
spectators. Harlier, all but one of 
the civilan defence lawyers were 
expelled from the court and their 
places taken by army majons who, 
the lawyers said, had no legal 
training. 


AT TANK BASE 

The hearings were held at a 
tank base 15 kms, outside Madrid. 
The six judges then met during the 
night to deliberate the verdict and 
sentences, 

Franco and the Cabinet are to 
meet today to “take note” of the 
death «entences, They then must 
be carried out within 12 ‘hours 
unless Franco commutes them. 

The method of execution will be 
chosen by Gen. Campano. The last 
death sentence for a political crime 
was carried out by garrote, a col- 
lar-type instrument whose screws 
are tened until death comes 


The trial brought to 10.the num- 
ber of death sentences handed 
down on urban guerrillas in the 
past three weeks. As the verdict 
was announced, the Government 
said the prosecution will ask for 
still another death sentence today, 
when Basque militant Juan Pare- 
des goes on trial in Barcelona. 

The trials — to be followed by 
several others this fall — are de- 
signed to wipe out a wave οὗ po- 
litical violence in city streets and 
to pacify police who have become 
increasingly difficult to control be-

‘CIA man’ dies 
in mysterious

MUNICH (AP). — U.S. consular 
official Robert Wood, who was en- 
gaged in liaison with West German 
law enforcement agencies, myste- 
riously fell to his death from the 
14th floor of 8 Munich apartment 
house on Wednesday. 

A spokesman for the U.S. Con- 
sulate yesterday termed as “specu- 
lation” Munich newspaper reports 
that Wood, 41, was 84 counter-es. 
Pionage agent of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency. 

“We can only say he was a ci- 
vilian employee in the office of the 
coordinator and adviser,” the spo- 
kesman said, adding that Wood was 
on the U.S. Defence Department 
payroll and detailed to the Consu- 
late’s liaison office. The spokesman 
said he was not privileged to know 
the details of Wood's activities. 

According to U.S. and German 
authorities, Wood had apparently 
been alone in a 14th floor flat rent- 
ed by an Italian friend who was 
not in Munich at the time. The key 
to the flat was found clutched in 
‘Wood's hand. 

Munich police said they found no 

evidence to indicate Wood was push. 
ed from the flat's Ὁ a 
The Munich tabloid “ὙΖ2᾽ reported 
receiving an anonymous call from 
someone who said in broken Ger- 
man, “this man was on a mission 
in Munich.” 
The Consulate said Wood had 
lived here with his family for seve- 
ral years, He leaves a widow, Ann, 
and three children.

LONDON (UPI). — Major oil pro- 
ducers have been moving their sur- 
plus funds from Britain on a much 
larger scale than economists and 
currency dealers had anticipated. 

The dramatic change in where the 
Arabs invest the money they are left 
with after paying for their imports 
and other bills has been caused by 
the pound's sharp decline on foreign 
exchange markets. This week it div- 
ed to $2.0805 —- lowest ever against 
the dollar. 

The Bank of England’s quarterly 
bulletin out yesterday showed how 
this re-deployment of the £4,000 mil- 
lion total surplus between April and 
June took place. 

Over this period, which covered 
the build-up of the sterling crisis, 
only 24%; per cent of the ol] funds 
were left in the 250 banks in the 
city and in government securities. 

This compared with the 27 per 
cent attracted to Britain in the first 
three months of this year, and the 
37 per cent share of a much bigger 
figure last year. ὃ 

While leading banks in the U.S. 
and Europe recelved a much larger 
share, the Arabs actually withdrew 
around £210m. worth of government 
securities and other investments from 
Britain. 

But the Treasury became lucky, 
for as the Arabs withdrew a big 
rise in other foreign deposits into 
Britain took place. 

As the bank points out this “sug-

Indonesia 
sending fleet 
to Timor 


JAKARTA (Reuter), —- An Indo- 
nesian flotilla including destroyers 
and landing vessels was yesterday 
heading towards Portuguese Timor 
as fresh fighting was reported be~ 
tween rival political factions in the 
troubled colony. 

Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Adam Malik said Wednesday night 
that renewed fighting had broken 
out in the Portuguese eastern half 
of the island between leftwing 
Fretelin troops and the joint forces 
of the pro-Indonesia Apodeti Party 
and the moderate Timor Democratic 
Union. 

Mr. Malik did not give details of 
the new flare-up. But he said: 
“This justifies Indonesia's stand 
that the restoration of order is the 
prerequisite for a solution of the 
problem.” 

The Indonesian navy yesterday 
confirmed that it was reinforcing 
its naval units in the Timor Sez 
because of the situation in the 
Portuguese colony. Indonesia, which 
administers the western haif of the 
island, has maintained a small fleet 
in Timorese waters since fighting 
erupted in the colony last month. 

Hundreds have been killed in the 
strife. The latest Indonesian naval 
deployment may have been promp- 
ted by the apparent victory of 
Fretelin over its rivals, 

Indonesia has said that while it 
-respects East Timor's right to self- 
determination, it will not tolerate 
the territory becoming Communist. 

An Indonesian Navy spokesman 
said the reinforcements included 
two destroyers, frigates, and land- 
ing vessels. Another destroyer, is 
already in the Timor Sea.

Avraham Brichta for a comparative 
study ‘‘Women in the Knesset” 
which will be published this month in 
the Labour Council's Social Science 
Quarterly. Among interesting facts 
the study notes that the first country 
to give women full voting # rights to 
: parliament was New in 1893. 
The enlightened West ἘΠ out 
against women a little longer: U.S. 
women obtained the suffrage in 1920, 
those of Britain in 1928, and in 
Switzerland only three years ago. In 
Portugal and Syria, Dr. Brichta 
reports, women must produce 
educational qualifications which are 
not demanded from male voters. 
This means in effect that a man who 
can neither read nor write can vote 
without much ado, while a woman 
with a high school education must 
presumably go to the polls armed 
with her matriculation certificate. 
Kuwait and Jordan are both 
members of the U.N., yet to this day 
they deny their women suffrage and 
parliamentary representation.

Caution prevails as businessmen 
await next Government surprise

BUSINESSMEN are wondering how 
long the current economic calm will 
last,.and what surprises will be 
sprung by the authorities once the 
festival season ts over. A new spate 
of taxes — in particular a higher 
purchase tax — is taken for granted, 
but opinions differ as to whether this 
will be enough to close the 
Government's wide déficit gap. 
There is also the question whether 
the inflationary pressure or the slow- 
down trend will prevail. 

True, business activity has been 
flagging, but, by and large, 
profitability has been maintained, 
and employment has remained am- 
ple. Even in the building industry the 
40 per cent drop in construction 
starts (as compared to the post-war 
peak) has resulted mainly in a 
decreased utilization of Arab 
workers from the administered 
territories. Of course, a number of 
factories — in particular textile, 
fashion, consumer durables — com- 
plain about shorter order books. And 
in some cases overtime and second 
shifts have been cut, and workers 
even sent on leave. But outright dis- 
missals have been few so far, while 
speople looking 
: +qrease-in.tourist traffic has also {m- 
proved the employment situation.

As a result, industria] investment is 
now confined largely to chemical 
and power projects, backed — and 
more or lesa financed — by the 
Government.

Interviewed at a conference of 
"Austrian School” economists at the 
University of Hartford, Hayek said 
nations with perennial inflation 
problems such as the United States 
and Britain must abandon the policy 
that tends to perpetuate such woes 
or face worse price increases and, 
ultimately, a depression as severe as 
in the 1930s. 

The solution, he said. is to allow 
central banks to make only limited 
increases of the money supply, pege-

ting the aggregate cost of business 
finance. 

Moreover, it 1s pointed out that 
part of the bank credits serve for 
offsetting payment arrears of the 
Government, in particular those of 
the Ministries of Defence and Hous- 
ing. In a number of cases, companies 
engaged in vital work for defence — 
e.g. in the electronics industry — are 
in accute financial difficulties ow- 
ing to delays in payments due to 
them. 

Another inconsistency in the 
Government's economic policy is the 
decline in local production of defence 
items owirg to placing of orders 
abroad, because the Ministry of 
Defence has spare funds in foreign 
currency while its local budget has 
been cut, so that the available 
production potential of local industry 
is not fully utilized. 

In the near future some pockets of 
unemployment are expected to 
develop, especially if a policy of belt- 
tightening is launched by the 
Government. However, this may be 
more_than .offset by the impending: 
fortification works, and by another 
purchasing spree in expectancy of 
rising prices and another wage hike 
in January. 


increased productivity. He said 
governments must also cease deficit 
‘spending, the classical Keynesian 
policy for economic stimulus. 

“Biseal and monetary policy go 
together,'' Hayek said. ‘‘It has been 
the belief that government, by 
deficit spending, does actual gaod. 

“It was the economists who per- 
suaded the government to do this 
and of course the politicians didn't 
need much persuading. They just 
loved it.'” 

He also criticized the power of 
government. ‘‘Democracy," he said 
“as much as any other form of 
government, needs limitations." 

Hayek laughs a little as he 
describes himself as a “‘liberal.” 

The term, he said, used to mean a 
person who opposed vigorous 
government activity but In the 1930s 
“the liberals, the American liberals, 
stole the term and it was perverted 
into almost its opposite. 

“When I was a young man, the 
only liberals In my sense were old 
men,'' he said. "There were no 
young men who believed in it. Now 
all the old men are Socialists and it is 
the young who are again discovering 
liberalism.” 


Oil firms say 
profits down 


NEW YORK (AP) — The inter- 
national oil companies are emerging 
from a decline in profits that wiped 
out most of the big gains which 
followed the Arab oil embargo in 
1973. 

Some form of price decontrol is 
now a reality for Americans, with 
President Ford's veto of a bill exten- 
ding controls. And with decontrol, 
security analysts say, will come a 
recovery of oil earnings from their 
recession lows. 

“We are reducing our estimated 5. 

decline in 1975 earnings to 28 per cent 
from 35 per cent,” says Wilbur Gay 
of Goldman Sachs and Co. Better 
Profits on coal and chemical 
operations should lead to a 10 per 
cent earnings gain next year, the 
analyst adds. 
Despite Gay’s prediction of 
gradual improvement, oll industry 
earnings next year will remain 
below the record levels posted in 
1974, when sharp price rises gave the 
industry sharp profit increases. 

In fact, a recent study by Chase 
Manhattan Bank safd the 29 biggest 
international oi] companies ‘have 
lost in 1975 more than four-fifths of 
the gain registered in 1974." 

Chase said earnings of the group in 
the 1974 first half were up a total 
$3.7b. from the year previous, while 
in the latest half earnings dropped

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Watching Lebanon 


THE SITUATION in Lebanon has apparently taken 8 further 
turn for the worse. The dangerous alliance of Moslem hard- 
liners, left radicals and Palestinian terror groups has carried 
its violent feud with the Christian Phalangists into the heart 
of Beirut, while the government, led ‘by the moderate and 
essentially sensible Mr. Kerami, still seems vacillating and 
indecisive. - ‘ 2 : 

The proposal to send in the army is not quite as simple and 
attractive as it sounds — because there is no guaranteeing 
that Lebanon’s 15,000-man army could in fact assert the 
government's authority and restore the peace between the 
battling militias. Some of the militias are as large or larger 
than the army, though they are presumably less well-equipped 
(despite the Soviets’ largesse) and less well-organized. 

Jf the army were brought in and failed to impose a cease- 
fire, the government would be everi further discredited. ὁ 

Yesterday's events, however, need not by any means indicate 
that a Moslem-leftist putsch is in the offing, or is unavoidable. 
Lebanon has been in bad trouble before, but the forces of 
moderation have always managed to hold the country together, 
maintain the constitutional balance, and keep themselves in 


er, . 
PoThe Phalangists have not been beaten yet, and the government 
itself hes not abdicated in favour of the armed gangs. 

There will certainly be no American Marines to rescue Le- 
panon this time, as happened in 1958. That kind of diplomacy 
would not be contemplated in post-Vietnam Washington. 

But the Lebanese government still has the power and ability 
to put its house in order unaided — as # has the power to . 
put an end to the terrorist incursions across the border into 
Israel. 

Israel's interest in Lebanon's affairs is influenced by a 
number of considerations, some of them conflicting. On the 
one hand, Israel rightly blames the Lebanese government’s 
weakness, and its appeasement of the Palestinian terrorists, 
for almost all the raids into Israel in recent years. Israel’s 
other borders are effectively sealed to the terrorists — by 
the Arab states concerned. 

On the other hand, Lebanon’s moderation over the years 
has meant that Israel could effectively regard its northern 
border as its only peaceful one, with the threat of invasion 
across it minimal. A lurch towards Moslem nationalism coupled 
with political radicalism would plainly change the basis of 
Israel-Lebanon relations. It would probably give the Palestinian 
terror groups even greater freedom of action too. 

Premier Rabin’s sober statement this week that Israel is 


watching developments in Lebanon. most carefully was not, 


therefore, mere rhetoric. 

In part, πὸ doubt, it was directed at Syria, and intended as 
a warning that Israel would not accept Syrian intervention in 
Lebanon with equanimity. 

But the Premier served notice, too, upon Lebanon itself, and 
upon the forces in the Arab world which are’ influencing the 
course of events there. His message clearly was that Israel 
must be very much concerned with what happens across its 
northern border.
